The family of Kacy Clark has 


taken civil action against Mark . 


Anderson, individually and in 
his capacity as an agent of the 
Coffeé County Sheriff's 
Department, by filing a petition 
in the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County. 

A petition to perpetuate. and 
obtain discovery pursuant to 
Rule 27, Alabama Rules of 
Civil Procedure, has been filed 
with the Circuit Clerk's. office 
by Wallace Clark, the father of 


__Miss:Clark. : : 
Miss Clark died on Sunday, 


April 9, 2000 from injuries suf- 
fered in a one-car crash that 
occurred the previous night, 
Saturday; April 8, 2000. shortly 
before ll p.m. - 

According to reports, Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Deputiés were 
attempting to stop a vehicle dri- 
yen by Miss Clark for a traffic 
offense. The vehicle failed to 
yield to deputies and attempted 
to elude them. After a chase that 
covered several miles, the Clark 
vehicle left the road and over- 
turned several times, Miss 
Clark was ejected from the 
vehicle. She was airlifted from 
the ‘crash scene by a Medivac 
helicopter to a Dothan hospital 
where she later died. 

Bule 27, explained in simple 
layman's terms, is a legal. vehi- 


cle-by which evidence.or poten- 


tial evidence in’a possible law- 
suit may be obtained for review 
by parties (clients and _attor- 
neys) who might become 
involved in litigation. 

Initially, the petition filed on 
or about Jan: 5, 2001: by 
Attorney Keith T, Belt Jr, an 
attorney with the law firm of 
Pittman, Hooks, Dutton & 


Hollis of Birmingham, Ala., on. 


behalf of Wallace Clark was 
denied on Jan. 9 by Circuit 


Judge Thomas E. Head III. In 


denying the petition, Judge 
Head's order read; “Said: peti- 
tion is unverified and the 
accompanying pleading does 
not conform to the notice and 


serve requirement under Rule 
27. Petitioner is allowed 21 
days to cure the noted technical 
deficiencies, or-in default there- 
of said petition is dismissed.” 
On Jan, 16, 2001, the petition 
was refiled with the Circuit 
Clerk's office along with the 
accompanying necessary 
requirements and documenta- 
tion. At that time, Judge Head 


‘issued a court.order which stat- 


ed the: following: (1.) The 
Petitioner and/or his legal coun- 
sel shall be- allowed to inspect 
and copy the District Attorney's

Coffee County’s voting list purged 
in accordance with state law

There were 1,694 less voters 
in ‘Coffee ,County as of 
December 31 - inactive: voters 
that is. These voters-joined some 


- 200,000 other voters: statewide 


who were purged from the list of 
qualified’ voters in the State of 
Alabama. 

According to Ms. Ella Jean 
Vaughan, member of the Board 
of Registrars; the list of quali- 
fied voters presently registered 
to vote in Coffee County elec- 
tions now totals 24,158 as of 
mid-January. 

A complete list of the. voters 
to be removed from the county’s 
voters’ list was published. in 
local newspapers with instruc- 
tions to contact the local Board 


of Registrars in order to update - 


voter registration information. 
Vaughan said that less than 
twenty-five persons contacted 
the Registrars’ office. 

The names that were pub- 
lished were those voters who 
could not be contacted by the 
registrars offices across the state 
and who have not voted in an 
election in the past four years. 

The procedure is part of the 
vote verification system adopted 
by the Alabama Legislature in 
1996 to comply with the 
National Voter Registration Act 
of 1993. 

According to Secretary of 
State Jim Bennett's office, since 
the 1996 law was passed, there 
have been, statewide, more than 


' 440,000 names placed on an 


inactive. list. By. the end of 
- Januafy, 200,000 voters’ names 


will no- longer be on this list. 

As a result of the ongoing 
voter verification effort by local 
boards of registrars, coordinated 
by the|-Secretary of State's 
office, all 67 counties in 
Alabama have significantly 
cleaned up voters’ rolls. 

In accordance with the law, a 
non-forwardable “postcard was 
sent out to all registered voters 
in 1997 \requesting them to rei- 
dentify + verify their voting sta- 
tus - by filling out the card and 
returning it to the registrars’ 
office, tags 

In cases where postcards were 
returned as undeliverable, regis- 
trars sent a second postcard - 
this one being forwardable - 
asking the voter to update the 
information on file. If the post- 
card was returned or no 
respons¢ was received, the voter 
was placed on the “inactive” 
list. 

Voters who did not update 
their voting information as 
requested and did not vote in the 
November 2000 General 
Election were removed from the 
voting rolls as of December 31, 
2000. 

According to Ms. Vaughan, 
now that these names have been 
purged from the voting list, the 
process will begin again with 
postcards going out to ALL reg- 
istered voters in the county at 
the end of January. This is

“There are questions that may 
never be. answered, but based 
upon investigation and testimo- 
ny that was ‘presented to the 
grand jury, the grand jury found 
no criminal conduct on behalf 


of Deputy Mark Anderson in . 
this case; therefore, a no-bill or 


rather no indictment was 
returned,” said Fuller.

Circuit District Attorney's 
Office.

Deadline nears for sign up on 
county-wide water system © 


The Coffee. County Water 
Authority will hold a water 
users sign up -on Thursday 
(TONIGHT), Feb. 1, at 6:30 
p.m. at the County Line Baptist 
Church on U.S. Hwy. 92. This is 
the last scheduled sign up at this 


time. The deadline for signing. 


up for the new water system is 
Friday, Feb. 16. Anyone, who 
signs up after this date sill have 
to pay a minimum of $400 for a 
meter to be placed in front of 
their property. The fee could run 
as high as $500-$600. 

There are an estimated 1,100 
homes tn the area being covered 
by Phase I of the “county-wide 
water system. It includes areas 


of southern Coffee County that*< 


are not presently served by a 
water system. 

Phase II, which will cover the 
needs of the northern portion of 
the county, is set to sart as soon 
as the first phase is completed. 
It is ‘estimated that Phase | 
should be finished and in oper- 
ation within the next two years. 

Meetings have been held 
around the county since 
November of last year, and 
there are around 500-550 sign 

"ups. There needs to be 920 to 
make the project succeed as it is 
planned. If the required number 
of sign ups is not achieved, the 
project will be scaled down and 
some people who want and need 
the water might not receive it, 

Anyone who lives south of 
U.S, Hwy. 84 and who is not 
already served by an existing 
water system is asked to sign 
up. If for some reason a person 
does not receive water to their 
property, he/she will be reim- 
bursed the $25 sign up fee. 
Those who have taken a water 
users agreement home from one 
of the meetings are asked to 
send them in a5 soon as possi- 
ble. 

Those wishing to sign up may

$25 and sign the water users 
agreement. Everyone is remind- 
ed that the deadline to sign up is

The water supply of county 
residents currently served by a 
water system will not be affect- 
ed.

ZCHS’s academic status is clear 


Once a year, every school in 
the State of Alabama is given a 
report card that lists the grades 
that have been earned by that 
school in several aspects of aca- 
demic performance. - 

This academic performance js 
measured using the Stanford 
Achievement Test which is 
given each year to students in 
grades three through eleven. 
Based on the results of this test, 
each school and school system 
is given an academic status. A 
clear status indicates the school 
system is meeting state academ- 
ic requirements A caution 
means the school or system 
needs academic: improvement 
An Alert | or-2 requires the 
State Department of Education 
to work with the system person 
nel to bring test scores up to 
standards. An Alert 3 indicates 
that the, “State Department of 
Education is intervening in the 
daily operation of the school or 
system in an attempt to improve 
academic status: 

Zion Chapel academic status 
is CLEAR. The oyerall school 
performance was graded a B-, 
tha same grade awarded to the 
overall performarice of the State 
of Alabama. 

The national average for the 
Stanford Achievement Test, 9th 
Edition, is 50. Zion Chapel’s 
average for grades 3 through 11] 
was 56. This earned Zion 
Chapel a B- in student perfor- 
mance. : ; 

Another part of academic per- 
formance that is measured is 
writing skills in the fifth and 
seventh grade. The fifth grade 
earned. a’ C: and the’ seventh 
grade earned a B.

The average score for the Class 
of 2000 was 18.5. On the report 
card this was a D, The dropout 
rate represents the percent of 
students,in the ninth grade in 
1999 who are projected to leave 
school pfior to graduation in 
2002. The grade compares Zion 
Chapel to the state average. The 
report card indicated that this 
was Zion Chapel’s area of great- 
est need. 

Alabama has the toughest 
graduation requirements in the 
United States. High school stu- 
dents must earn at least 24-cred- 
its, including four years of math, 
science, English, and social 
studies, Students must also pass 


an exam to earn a regular diplo- 


ma. In 1999-2000, Zion Chapel 
had an 83 percent passing score 
in reading which earned a B- 
and a 78 percent passing score 
in language which earned a C. 
Alabama’s. Career and 
Technical Programs are forming 
partnerships with business, The 
goal is for all Career/Technical 
Programs serving high schools 


to be certified according to 
industry standards within five 
years from the time the partner- 
ship began. This number grade 
indicates the percentage of 
school programs that have been 
certified, The letter grade mea- 
sures whether or not these pro- 
grams are on track to meet that 
goal. All three Career/Technical 
programs at Zion Chapel (busi- 
ness, home economics, and 
agribusiness) are certified. This 
grade issan A. 

Earning a B- for the overall 
program should be considered 
in light of the grade earned by 
the school system on the amount 
of revenue the system; had to 
spend per student. The letter 
grade compares the system's per 
student spending to the state, 
southeast, and nation, In this 
area, Coffee County earned aC, 
a D- anda D. On mills equiva- 
lency, the Coffee County School 
System earned a D+ when com- 
pared with other systems in the 
state. The state average is 33.37 
mills equivalent. Coffee County 
averages 26.28.49

shot the buck bolted, ran 40 yards and dropped. I had harvested,

Definitely a better choice 
is one of the ,41, .44 or .454s in a revolver equipped with a long 
eye relief variable power scope.

A special called Elba grand 
jury indicted a Kinston man on

Violence in connection with a 
brutal attack on his five-month 
old daughter that occurred. in 
October of 2000, 

Jonathan Leland Wilkerson, 
19, was indicted by. the grand 
jury onthe Class A felony 
charge and now, if convicted, 
faces the possibility of serving 
not less than 10 years and up to 
life imprisonment, Also,. he 
could be fined up-to $20,000, 
The relatively new charge also 
carries a stipulation that upon 
conviction, the accused would 
have to spend at least one year 
in the prison system which 
means, any possible sentence 
handed down could not be sus- 
pended to exelude time in 
prison. : 

Wilkerson remains in isola- 
tion in the Coffee County Jail 
with bond set at $500,000. He 
has been in jail since his arrest 
in October 2000. A date has not
